GARDEN ON COLUMBIA ROAD 


Bed of Phlox, Colorful and Persistent 
in Its Blooming, Halts the 
Passerby. 


A great many travelers «long Co­ 
lumbia road have been refreshed by 
th** beauty and brightness of a flower 
garden at the southeast corner of that 
thoroughfare and Belmont street. On 
that corner is a three-story 
brick 
house with
